“No Obstruction to St. Louis Busi- 
ness,“ Except by Illegal Rates—Both 
Roads Liable to Prosecution — 
Whose Duty is it to Bring Suit? 


Spectal Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Kansas City, August 27.—The Postr-Dispatca 
special commissioner on his arrival called on 
George H. Nettleton, general manager of the Kan- 
gas Cy. Fort Scott and Gulf System, to ask what 
aoswer he had to make to the allegations of St. 
Louis merchants,as contained In the Post-Dis- 
PATCH. Mr. Nettleton said that he had not read the 
articles on discrimination, but he had heard about 
them. 

“Two St. Louis merchants, one of them the 
leader in his line, have stated that you said to them 
that this was a Kansas City road and a Memphis 
road, and you did not want St. Louis freight,“ said 
the b 
“That is false,” said Mr. Nettleton. I never said 
anything of thekind. Rates to all points on our 
line are made in common with the ‘Frisco and the 
Western Association Roads, and the Fort Scott 
Road gets its percentage allowed by the Western 
Railroad Association or by the Frisco. We do not 
ask where the freight comes from.” 

“Here is a statement printed in last evening's 
Posr-Disraron.“ said the reporter, handing Mr. 
Nettleton a copy of the telegram from Springfield 
printed Wednesday evening It stated that goods 
shipped from St. Louis to Nichols had paid 201% 
cents and to Mansfield 48 cents per hundred, man- 
ing 27% cents for the fifty miles. 

“I do not know anything about these 
rates, “said Mr. Nettleton, “but as to the statement 
that we have said we 

COULD NOT REDUCE RATES 
because the Frisco would advance theirs in propor- 
tion, that is not so.” 

“A good, reliable St. Louis merchant gays that 
the ‘Frisco people told him they could not reduce 
rates because you would put onan arbitrary that 
would make the rate what it was before the ‘Frisco 
reduction.” 

“How dowe know what the ‘Frisco is getting? 
Mr. Sargent and Mr. Cale meet and agree upon 
percentages. Then they agree to certain rates, and 
after that whatever the ‘Frisco charges we always 
get the same.” * 

“Then if the Frisco wanted to give back five cents 
to the shipper it could do so, and the burden of the 
discrimination is on that road?” 

“I dont cnow anything about that. I know, how- 
ever, that we make no distinction between freight 
from St. Louis and freight from any other point; 
we are not setting up a kingdom here of our own.” 

“Do you consider a fifty-cent difference fair 
when the difference in mileage is only 46 miles?" 

“J cannot speak as to figures. You will have to 
see Mr. Sargent about those,” said Mr. Nettleton. 

The reporter sought the floor below and the office 
of the General Freight Agent. 

MR. SARGENT 

was in, and, on the announcement of bis visitor's 
business, acknowledged that he had seen the article 
im the Post-Disparos. He further alleged that that 
paper had bit the railroads some pretty hard raps. 
Asto his own road, however, he was certain the 
Post-Dispaton would find tbere was no “nigger in 
the wood- pile. 

“What have you to say to these statements in the 
Post-Dispatou of last evening?” 

“This remark in italics—indicating the words 
any reduction that it may make ewill be offset by an 
increased charge by the ‘Frisco)—‘is entirely un- 
true. It is also untrue that the ‘Frisco does not 
reduce its rates because we would advance ours. 
Wo one bas any authority or reason for making any 
such statement." 

“How about the rates to Mansfield?" 

“They are correct, The rate on wagons from St. 
Louis to Mansfield is 48 cents. The rate from 
Kansas City is 28 on, and from Memphis 81 cents,

however, as no wagons are shipped over our road 
from Kansas City or Memphis.” 1 

“The difference in the mileace is only forty-six 
miles, and yet one rate is 28, and the other 48 cents. 
Do you get less on the haul from Nichols to local 
points south of Springfield on Kansas City business 
than you do on St. Louis business?” 

“What do you mean!“ 

“Do you get more on the freight you receive from 
the Frisco at Nichols destined for Mansfield than 
you do on that portion of the Kansas City-Mansfield 
hau! between Nichols and Mansfieid?" 

“Why, of course, we do not make mileage rates 
on the business we receive from the Frisco. There 
ie not a road in dhe country would do that. Here 


little haulfrom Nichols to Mansfield, We would 
be foolish to give mileage rates on that haul.” 
“I understaad the establishment of 
MILEAGE RATES 
fs tobe recommended to Congress, and that the 
Massachusetts Commissioners have already reo- 
‘ommended it to the Legislature of that State.”

THE LAW. 
For the benefit of Mr. Sargent and the merchants 
of Seymour, the following sectionsof the Revised 
Statutes of 1879 are quoted: 

Szortow 819—Any railroad corporation or asso- 
elat ion organized for the purpose shall have the 
right to construct and operate a railroad between 
any points within this State, and to connect at the 
State line with railroads of other States, asd shall 
have the right with its road to intersect, connect 
with or cross any other railroad, and sr receive 
and transport each 5 tonnaoe 
and cars. er empty, thout delay er dis- 
crimination. 

Szorion 883—(Provides for classification. Class I 
shali comprise agricul implements, furniture 
and wagons.) 

Sroriox 8 vides for certain charges on 
specia! classes, includ Class I.) 

SscTion 835—In no stance shall any such 
individual, company or corporation, lessee or other 
person, charge or receive any greater rate of 
compensation carrying bt or 
than hereinbefo provided, and 

tion violating 
isions of this article shall 
er or 
service rendered, 
violation is attempted; and eve agent of any 
such corporation lessee or other individual operat- 
ing any railroad within the State who shall refuse 
to receive for transportation over the road for 
which he is agent, inthe usual way. any of the 
articles hereinbefore mentioned on account of the 
compensation hereinbefore prescribed being too 
low, or, receiving any such articies of freight. shall 
charge or attempt to char. e for the transportation 
of the same any greater sum than herein fixed, or 
in any manner violate or evade the provisions 
this article, shall be deemed 


shail have a right of action against said agent 2 
against the railroad company or other persons op- 
erating the railroad, or both, in which case he shail 
be entitled to recover three times the amount taken 
or received from him in excess of the rate pre- 
scribed by this article, 

According to section 819, Mr, Sargent is not kt all 
likely to refuse the cars of the ‘Frisco or any other 
road. Under section 835 the ‘Frisco and Gulf Roads 
are or have been guilty of a misdemeanor, and that 
tact is easy of proof. It is even admitted by Mr, 
Sargent. This being the case, it is once more per- 


tinent to cry, “Where are the Railroad Commis- 


sioners?” Ifa railroad company or an individual 
is guilty ofa misdemeanor, whose duty is it to file 
an information against the offender? It is not at 
all necessary that a citizen of the State 
should file complaint. It is the duty of the Prose 
cuting Attorney having jurisdiction in that portion 
of the State in which the offense is committed to 
bring an action against the offender, and in this 
case it is the duty of the Railroad Commissioners 
more than of a eitizen, to supply the State's officer 
with information on which a complaint may be 
based. The Post-Dispatom here furnishes the 
Commissioners a clear case of over-charge on the 
part of two railroads on freight originating in Mis- 
souri and destined to a point within the State. It 
is the duty of the Commissioners, in seeing that the 
railroad laws of the State are enforced, to collect 
such proof as will convict the Guif Road and the 
Frisco of a misdemeanor in this case at least. The 
interview with Mr. Sargent is not mere hearsay. It 
is reliable information at first band from a most 
reliable source. If the Commissioners will look fur- 
ther into the Gulf Road tarif they may find other 
food for discussion. |

The Changes a St. Louisan Finds ia Ireland 
After Twenty-two Years. 

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
Dus. InxLAx p. August 10, 1885.—It occurred to 

me while visiting my native land that your readers 

would be interesied in getting a few items from one 

who has lived twenty-two years in America and 

who returns to Visit the scenes of his boyhood. I 


find a change for the better in many re 
sp-cts. Tse people are more independ 

eut of the landlords than they were 
when Ileft for America in 1863. The land bill, 
which in its provisious secures the tenant in es- 
sion for fifteen years, was tue first reform under the 
Giadstone Administration to give courage to the 
Irisu farmer. Before that measure was 

any improvements made by the farmer on his farm 
was sure to be taxed by the landiord in the advance 
ofthe rent. Now the rent is fixed, i. e., where the 
commissioners have passed upoo the case, and 
whatever improvements the tenant may see fit to 
make he gets a rebate from the landlord. The 
Land League movement has united the 600,000 
tenant farmers of Ireland into one solid body, reaay 
and willing to obey tue instructions of the great 
leader, Parnell. Tune new bill, the Land Purchase 
Bill, enables the farmer to buy his farm. 
the basis of purchase to deter- 
mined by the Government Commission. 
Of that commission the landlord appoints one, 
the tenant names another and the Government a 
third, though it is the impression that the Govern- 
ment will ignore the rights of landlord and tenant 
and reserve to itself the right to appoint the com- 
mission. Be that so or not, the tenant need not 
purchase unless tae terms suit him. With the 
strides mace by agitation since 1881, as far as I can 
see, the new bili will fall flat and become a dead 
letter. It is. in my opinion. a relief bili for the 
land ords, many of whom are bankrupt, and are 
more than auxious to part with what has proved to 
be a bad bargain. All over Ireland large estates 
are deserted, and no one will, not only not 
rent farms on them, because tenants have been 
evicted from them, but the owner cannot find any 
one to purchase the grass or hay that has grown 
thereon. The estate adjoining my father’s farm, 
in Clare, containing thousands of acres, is tenant- 
less. The deer, rabbit and pheasant are the only 
oceypants. No one will rent an acre of it, because 
the owner, who finally had te fly to London. put out 

some tenants in order to increase the size of his 
deer park.

The Execution of Samuel W. Collins at 
Bowling Green, Mo.

The Doomed Man Self- Possessed On 
the Gallows— His Confession to Be 
Published— The Widow and Chil- 
dren of His Victim Witness the 
Execution—Hanging of Waiseman 
at Duluth, Minn. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Bow ine Green, Mo., August 28.—Last night at 
12 o'clock people began coming for the purpose of 
witnessing the execution of Samuel W. Collins, and 
continued to pour in until the crowd 
numbered at least eight thousand. The 
scaffold was erected in a very picturesque 
valley about one-half mile fromtown. Three large 
hills surround the gallowsand they were black 
with people, men, women and children. Promptly 
at 10:05 o'clock the closed carriage conveying 
Sheriff Fielder, Deputy Sheriffs Monro and Gienn, 
the doomed man and Revs. W. J. 
Pattrick and R. W. Mc Masters. his 
spiritual advisors, arrived. The Sheriff and 
prisoner immediately after alighted from the 
carriage, and ascended the steps to the scaffold, 
followed by the ministers and officers. 
After reading from the Bible and prayer by 
Rev. McMaster, the sheriff’ asked Mr. Col- 
Uns if he had anything to say. Collins 
stepped forward and said in substance: Perhaps 
some of you expect a statement from me, but my 
couression will be published in the Bowling Green 


Times this evening. Friends, some of you may 
think I am in an awful fix and I hope you will take 
warning and do better. I bid you good 
bye.“ The black cap was then 
pulled over his face, his limbs strapped and the 
noose adjusted, when the Sheriff said; “Mr. Col- 
Uns, are you ready?“ He answered: “Iam.” The 
lever was pulled and Samuel W. Collins dropped 
into eternity. It was exactly seventeen utes 
past 10 o'clock when the trap fell. After banging 
eignteen minutes he was pronounced dead by the 
physicians and the body was taken down. 
COLLINS’ CRIME. 

On the morning of September 24. 1883, 8. W. 
Collins left his home near Middleton, in Mont- 
gomery County, and with his rifle started for the 
farm of Owen Utterback, nine miles distant. After 
reaching the place he hid bebind a beige fence and 
waited there until Uttervack came from his dinner 
to resume work on a trench be was digging near a 
pond, in the barn yard. Utterback had been 
working only a sbort time when he heard 
some one to him, “Good evening, 
Mr. Utterback!” Hestraightened up to see who 
was speaking, and as he did so, Collins fred at him, 
the ball entering near the left nipple. Ashe fell, 
Utterback exciaimed, On! On!“ and expired. 
His death cry was heard by his wife who was in 
the house, and also be a yeung man working in the 
stable. They immediately ranto thetrench and 
found Utterbach's dead body lying on the ground. 
The neighbors soon gath at the scene of the 
tragedy and a Coroner's jury was impaneied, but 
nothing was developed by the inquest. Subsequeat- 
suspicion poin Collins 
the murderer, and he 
rested the next day. He was brought 
Bowli Green and indicted without delay. At 
first Collins denied his guiit, but afterwards con- 
feased the killing. When arraigned in court, Coi- 
lins n adinitted his crime. On the first trial the 
jury , but on the second Collins was con- 
victed. The case was appesied and there were two 
more trials. the murderer being convicted again on 
the last and sentenced to hang May Siast. A stay 
of execution was granted by Chief Justice Henry of 
the Supreme Oourt, but subsequentiy that tribunal 
sustained the verdict of tie lower court, and 
Friday, July 31, as the day for Colltus“ execution.

August 28.—Preparations are 
going forward very slowly at Chester Park for the 
Sullivan-McCaffrey fight to-morrow afternoon, and 
the general lack ef earnestness in this work indi- 
c ates that there is an apprehension that the County 
Sheriff may interfere early to-morrow, or at some 
time preceding the great event of the day. 
There are few arrivals from adjacent cities, and the 
army of “old timers” who usully patronize any- 
thing of the kind are not present in Cincinnati 
and do not promise to be here to-morrow. At the 
very farthest, it is expected that not 
more than 20 people will be attracted 
to the city by the fight. This is another indication 
that there isa probability of having the day's pro- 
gramme spoiled.

CURIOSITIES OF INSANITY. 


Insanity, like bydrophobia and the illness caused 
by the bite of the deadly cobra, is amongst the dis 
eases at present almost beyond human science, and. 
in its deeper forms, beyond human understanding 


“also. Again and again have physicians—those who 


have made the subject a life study—founded some 
theory upon a long series of precedents without an 
exceptional case; the matter has been taken up, 
warmly discussed and re-discussed by the most 
competent authorities of the generation and at 
length decided to be fact. Presently the whole 
theory has been overthrown by some directly con- 
tradictory case, showing conclusively that, however 
valuable the theory may be for general 
use, it cannot be used with any der- 
tainty of safety individually. A curious 
instance illustrating this fact occurred some 
two years ago inthe County Lunatic Asylum in 


Toronto, Ont. The medical superintendent of this 
institution is Dr. Andrew Clark, a man renowned 
through England, Canada and America for his deep 
study and long practical experience in every form 
of insanity. 

One of the oldest theories in maniacal science is, 
or was, that homicidai and suicidal mania are two 
distinctly separate branches of disease; that the 
suicidal maniac can never develop homicidal ten- 
dencies, and vice versa. Acting upon this principle, 
Which bas been verified by repeated experience, 
it is always usual to place two suicides together in a 
chamber in order that they may exercise a deter- 
rent effect upon one another. but to keep the 
homicides, whose maniacal tendency is too 
strong tobe safein company, aione. Following 
this frequently indorsed theory, the superintendent 
of the asylum in question bad placed two women 
in one chamber, one an old lady of sixty, the other 
a young woman of twenty-taree or four. Both had 
frequently shown suicidal tendencies and had 
occupied the same chamber for about four years, 
ever since the young lady had been incarcerated. 
One morning early, horrible shrieks were heard 
from this chamber, and the attendants, rushing to 
the spot, found the door firmly fastened. Every 
articie in the chamber bad been piled up against it, 
and it was some moments before it could be opened. 
When at length entrance was obtained, the oid lady 
was found stretched upon the floor, with her head 
literally battered to pieces. Dancing over her, with 
horrible maniacal ‘shrieks of laughter, was her 
companion, braadisuing over ber head the bucket 
with which she had done the deed. 

I'm glad I killed her! I'm giad 1 killed her!“ 
sbrieked the gir: as she was led away by the horri- 
fied attendants. Foran houror two afterwards 
she remained in a state of fearful excitement, 
which the efforts of the entire medical staff of the 
Asylum were unable to allay; until at length, very 
reluctantly, the superintendent administered an 
opiate. Almost immediately she san« into a death- 
like stupor, from which nothing could rouse her, 
and died twenty-four hours afterwards without 
recovering consciousness, 

Another difficulty connected with insanity is the 
question of recovery. Frequently, in the quiet 
watchful air of the asylum,a patient will give 
every evidence of cure. Possibiy, if he remained 
there, the feeble brain might 
again fail but the first few days 
of outside bustle and turmoil will be sufficient to 
cause a relapse. A curious instance of this occurred 
in Paris some years ago. O.eof the patients in a 
large tate Lunatic Asylum had been singularly 
quiet and intelligent for more than two years, aud 
showed every sympton of perfect sanity. His 
friends demanded his release several times, but the 
superintendent felt uneasy, and refu-ed to signa the 
order. Being a paying patient, it was thought that 
ths doctor was actua by motives of greed. The 
patient's friends applied to the authorities, who in- 
sisted, contrary to the physician's warning repre- 
sentations, in sending a guard to conduct the patient 
to his friends. The superintendent could 
give no reason for his suspicions 
otver than a previous and similar Cas e. 
where dire had been the consequences of release. 
So the man was removed. But in less than an 
hour he was returned a raving maniac. Hardly 
had he crossed the threshold of the asylum than, 
excited by the noise and tumult in the streets, and 
the idea of freedom, he snatched a saber from one 
of the soldiers sent to escort him from his prison, 
and succeeded in killing three of the bystanders 
before he couid be secured. 

Equally strange and horrible are some of the 
freacs of madmen. Connected with the same 
institution in which this event occurred is, or was, 
when the writer wasin Paris some ten or twelve 
years ago, a separate quarter for lunatics who bave 
committed revolting or borrible crimes. It is culled 
“La Surete.“ Some of the inmates have committed 
crimes almost beyond human imagination. One 
specimen, and that one of least atro- 
cious, will suffice. A man. stin young, 
and who is now incarcerated in La Surete, mur- 
dered a littie girl 8 years of age, tbe daughter of a 
neighbor. Alter committing the crime be tore the 
body to pieces and cut out the beart, which he de- 
voured. A rather comical! phase of lunacy occur- 
red near the writer's house in Engiand, though the 
comical side of the affair was strictly confined to 
those who did not come within reach of the murder- 
er's weapon. A householder and the father of a 
family beard a sermon in which the wickedness of 
mankind was vividly portrayed. He was a pros- 
perous man of business in affluent circumstances, 
aud not adoubt bad ever been entertained as to his 
perfect sanity. On hisretura from cuurch, and 
during the mid-day meal, he seemed much excited 
about the sermon, which had been a forcibie one; 
but, being naturally a vehemeat and self opinion- 
ated man, bis excitement aroused no comment. Aft- 
er diazner he sat down in an easy chair, 
before the fire, as was his custom, and weut to sleep, 
his wife meanwhile starting with ali the family ex- 
cept one (a boy of thirteen who remained at home) 
for a Sunday afternoou stroli in the publc park, 
which faced the house. Shortly afterwards a friena- 
ly neighbor came in, arousing the sleeper. Stie 
awoke su:idenly, glared around him with maniacal 
fury, and,seizing the poker, without a word.smashed 
the skuil of his boy witb one blow. He theu rushed 
towards the door, aiming a blow at his neighbor's 
head, which fortunately missed its aim, and simply 
fractured his collar-bone. The madman then 
rushed into the street, and entered the crowded 
park shouting Lam Aimighty God and am sent 
to wreak his vengeance upon the human race.“ He 
assaulted every one with yells of fury, and 
succeeded in Kullmg three persons (of whom one was 
a woman) and injuring five times that number 
before he was overpow placed in safe 
keeping.

Stock Exchange that it is cailed stock brokers’ 
mania. it frequently attacks men in the height of

— of business ability. he subject 
books or pens, forgets appointments, 
of most intimate friends; cannot retain 
the date of the day, week or year; 
si‘s down to write a letter, and, his attention being 
diverted for a woment, forgets ali about bis letter 
and the subject thereof, and leaves it unfinished. 
He will be constantly asking for articles just put 
carefully away, and is unable to spell or calculate. 
Frequently his letters will be found with almost 
every word misspelt, full of useless eragures and 
wrong caiculations, Gradually memory fails en- 
tirely, and the sufferer sinks iuto a state of childisn 
idiocy from whieh he rarely if ever recovers .

The same rule applies to persons of habit- 
ual good sense who suddenly show signs of eccen- 
tricity. In point of fact any sudden change of 
manners, for which no reasonable cause can be as- 
signed, denotes brain disease. For instance, if an 
habitually humane man becomes eruel and brutal; a 
cautious, saving person suddenly becomes wild, 
reckless or spendthrift; these symptoms denote 
mental disturbance of a ve grave character. 
The senses one or all may be affected. For instance, 
a sudden acuteness of hearing may occur in a per- 
son habitually rather deaf. Tus sense of smell is 
often i in force so that the slightest odors 
are exaggerated into most powerful smells. 
The sense of feeling is affected. Often 
a gritty, body like sand, seems to be int 

between the fingers and everything touched; or 
others have remarked that everything feeis like 
velvet. In ove ease a patient imagined constantiy 
that he had extraneous particles of sand, stone and 
grit in his shoes. Epileptic fit often come and go 
unknown in sleep, and the bitten tongue is the only 
indication inthe morning of approaching brain 
disease of a severe type. Occasionaily partial par- 
alysis of the nerves will take piace. [For instance, 
a gentleman who afterwards became incurably 
insane would frequently ask bis servant, aneriiy, 
why a broken wine glass was placed on the table.

It is possible for Irish Home Rulers to bea 
little. too forward in telling what they intend 
to do with home rule when they get it. What 
to do with it is a question about which they are 
bound to disagree after they secureit. They 
are liable to fall intoa premature contention 
about the cooking and let the rabbit get away 
from them. 

Here is Davitt promising, as the first fruit 
of home rule, a nationalization of land to which 
Mr. PARNELL and many other Home Rulers 
are opposed. And here is Mr. PARNELL prom- 
ising that home rule shall meana system of 
class bounties extorted from the mass of the 
Irish people for the benefit of favored monopo- 
lies by means of protective tariffs. To com- 
mend this scheme to Irish popularity, he dubs 
it anti-English protection,” when he has 
to depend on English free traders for 
every inch of concession that is made to Ire- 
land in the way of home rule. 

Anticipation of a hostile tariff barrier to be 
set up against Northern trade at Mason & 
Dixon's line and along the Ohio, was one of the 
main reasons why the North fought so long 
against the establishment of the Southern Con- 
federacy; and it is madness to assume that 
Great Britain can be prevailed upon to consent 
to the erection of any such barrier between 
her and Ireland, or that Great Britain can be 
forced to submit to any such barrier. To make 
the home rule pill so unn bitter to 
the other side of the channel is to make the 
entire population of England, Wales and Scot- 
land solid against it without making the Irish 
any more solid in pressing it. 

That measure of self-government re 
tained by the several States of this 
Union is what Ireland needs and is 
about all she can hope to get until the 
political institutions and the political geogra- 
phy of the Old World are completely wrecked 
and reconstructed. Such a latitude of home 
rule would reasonably exempt the land question 
and all other strictly home questions from Im- 
perial interference, but not tariff and external 
commerce regulation. Still, Mr. Davirt’s land 
scheme, as well as Mr. PARNELL’S anti-En- 
glish tariff,“ had better be kept in the 
background while Ireland is pleading as a sub- 
ject province for the privilege of self-govern- 
ment and a local legislature elected by her own 


people. , ) 

Tue Pennsylvania Democrats have not only 
taken the popular side of what is now the over- 
shadowing issue in that State, but they have 
got the better of the Republicans in the nom- 
ination of candidates.

What Spain aud Germany Are Quarreling 
About. 
From the St. James’ Gazette. 

The Caroline Islands are a remarkable group of 
coral formations in the Northern Pacific. They 
are perhaps of no great strategic importance, siice 
they lie on the road to vowhere in particular; but, 
from the point of view of the archeologist, they 
are interesting in the extreme. Certain Dutch nav 
igators, who visited them nearly a generatiou ago, 
returned to Europe with wonderful stories con- 
cerning the gigantic ruins that had been discovered 
on some of the smaller isiets at the eastern ead of 
the archipelago; but it was not until 1883 that any- 
thing approaching toa systematic survey of the 
group was undertaken. In that year her Majesty's 
ship Espiegle touched at many of the islands, and 
those officers who went ashore found that the 
magnificence of the remains had not been exag- 
geraied. 3 

The most imposing ruins are at Matalanim Har- 
bor, in Ponape, and at Chabrol Harbor, in Kusaie; 
and ah idea of their grandeur may be formed from 
the fact that some of the stones of the bulidings 
measure as much as thirty-five fect long by twenty 
feet broad and fifteen feet thick. They are orna- 
mented with rude sculptures, which bear a family 
resemblance to the well-known sculptures of Raster 
Island, in the Southern Pacific; yet Raster Isiand 
and the Usrolines are fully 6,000 miles apart, and, 
so far as discoverable, there has never been any 
communication between them. The object and 
origin of the monuments are alike unknown. The 
Caroline group, which was discovered by Spaia in 
1 has hitherto, even by German

Attorney-General Cassidy has instituted proceed- 
ings in the courte, in the name of the 
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porate authority shall be so clearly as to for- 
bid every phase of usurpation and public 
and corporate rights above the clap-trap clamor of 
partisans. ° 

There can be no reasonable doubt that the courts 
possess the amplest powers: to enforce every 
mandate of the Constitution, and the disturbance 

general business, the embarrassment to 
individuais and communities directly interested in 
the South Pennsylvania and the Beach Creek lines, 
and the vexatious unrest that must ever be bred by 
the popular and partisan discussions of corporation 
monopoly, unite in demanding that the proceedings 
instituted by the Attorney-General shall be 
promptly prosecuted in the courts until the highest 
judicial deliverance shall be obtained. 

No corporation, however formidable, can be above 
the fundamental law of the State, nor can any cor- 
poration that antedates the new Constitution plead 
immunity from the limitations and penalties relat- 
ing to the control of competing or parallel lines.

De Courcey Swears That He Swore 
Wrong Against Maj. Whitney. 


An Affidavit Which Turns Out to Bea 
Boomerang—The Most Important 
Partof His Serious Charge Wiped 
Out by a Second Statement—Present 
Singular State of the Matter.

The last phase of the DeCourcey charge at at- 
tempted bribery to do illegal voting for the Repub- 
lican party against Major Whitney, Surveyor of the 
Port, used by Congressman Giover to obtain 
Whitney's removal has just been discovered and 
places the whole case in a very queer light. It will 
be remembered that the knowledge of the charge 
made against Major Whitney first came from 
Washington, where the charges were placed 
on file in the Treasury Department. 
They were made public on Monday July 27, and 
created considerable of a sensation here, as they 
were believed to practically settle the removal of 
the Surveyor and to be certain to create a vacancy 
in the office. The charge made by Frank J. De 
Courcey, who is a laboring man, living at 200 Ash- 
ley street, was in the form of an affidavit containing 
matter which not only reflected seriously on the 
character of Major Whitney and Bernard J. Hig- 
gins, but which was sufficient to bring them under 
liability for criminal prosecution. The statement 
of De Courcey as embodied in the affidavit was as

This statement was embodied in a second affidavit 
which exonerates Major W 3 in toe most post- 
tive aud complete manner. ‘his affidavit was 
made public this murung.

Glover, who is absent from the city aud who re- 
plied at once that the exoneration of Major Whit- 
ney should be published, that he had advised the 
Department at Washington, and urged Judge Jones 
tO use every means to discover ihe man who im- 
personated Whitney and to hold on to Higgins.

It is probabie 
that the deception which they were practicing 
would have beeu s for atleast some time 
to come had it not been tor the sumewhat strange, 
but honest endeavor, made by two consta- 
bles to take the matter into their own hands and 
suppress gambling, since it had become evident 
that the authorities whose sworn duty it was, had 
no intention of doing so. The constables referred 
to are Messrs Walter MeGarragau and 
Theodore Shierick. Yesterda morning, 
without announcing their intention to 
ap on the two constables went up

AN OUTING FOR THE ORPHANS.

The Children of the Orpkan Asylams Ku- 
joy a Day on the River. 

The decks of the steamer Charies P. Chouteau 
presented a very pleasing appearance this morning 
as the boat backed out and slowly straightened 
down stream for her trip with the orpbans of ihe 
various asylums on board. The day was all that 
could have been desired, and the broad clean decks 
of the steamer, shaded by ample awnings, were 
filled with crowds of happy children fully deter- 
mined to enjoy the day given them through the 
untiring effortsof Mayor Francis and Mr. C. C. 
Maffit. The first to arrive on board was an ambu- 
lance full of children from the City Hospital and 
shortiy afterwards came the children from 


the Episcopal Orphans Asylum. Then in quick 
succession came troops of chiidren from the various 
asylums of the city, each in charge of the Sisters or 
matrons. The various bodies of children wore dis- 
tinctive uniforms, and it was a pleasing sight to 
see the little toddiers as the ming ee down the 
broad paved surface of the ee, headed and fol- 
lowed by the Roman Caihboiic Sisters in their broad 
white dresses. The delegation from St. Ann's 
Asylum was decidedly the most interesting one. 
None of the children were over 4 years of age, and 
the uniforth was a blue checked gingham, red stock- 
ings and white straw hats, trimmed with biue rib- 
bons. The faces of the children were a study. Few 
of them, if any, bad ever been on an ex- 
cursion before. and as they, timidly waiked up 
the gang-pian« = timidity rapidly 
to surprise and then to delignt. Mrs. J. H. Barnard 
and Mrs. Alex Mastbrook were waiting to receive 
them and the children were ten taken back to the 
dancing piatform in rear of the boilers. The little 
ones ranged themselves on a semi-crrcle of chairs 
and preserved strict order until a hand-organ and 
a monkey, engineered by a typical Italian, made 
their appearance. This innovation was the result 
of the efforts of Mrs. J. H. and was really 
a coup d'etat, for the children neatly went wild 
over the antics of the monkey. It was not intended 
at first that any but orphans should go, but it was 
found that the boat would not be overcrowded and 
as a few mothers and babies came it was decided to 
jet them come on board rather than 
disappoint them. Mayor Francis, Commodore 
Smith, Gen. Stevenson and other city officiais were 
expected to attend, but Mayor Francis had to de- 
cline on accountof press of business, and Gen, 
Stevenson and Commodore Smith deciined on the 
vague ground that they were bachelors. Mayor 
Francis did, however, come down to the wharf to 
see how matters were progressing. He was imme- 
diately surrounded by all the ladies oa the boat, 
who each insisted on presenting him with a button- 
hole bouquet Mrs. Barn quietly took that 
henor for nerself, whereupon the other ladies went 
off to pout. A: 10 o'clock the lines were cast off 
and the big steamer, with its load of happy chi- 
dren, started down stream. Mr. Mütenberger's 
register showed that there were 585 chiidren ou 
board, accompanied by numerous guardians

The Removal of Judge Denison 
Argued To-Day Before Judge Thayer 
—D. P. Dyer Excoriates the City 
Council—Counselor Bell Replies—An 
Interesting Decision—A Debtor De- 
fying the Sheriff. 


Judge Thayer sat to-day in Circuit Court No. 5, 
disposing of various motiens in pending litigation. 
The Court announced that Division No. 5 of the 
Court would be adjoarned for the term next Mon- 
day. Repairs to the court-room will be made dur- 
ing vacation, and adjouroment is necessary on that 
account, but Court No. 3 stands adjourned until 
the 14th of September, when one of tue Judges re- 
maining in town, probaBly Judge Thayer, will 
occupy the bench. Judge Barelay will probably be 
in town during the latter portion of September, 


The Denison Removal. 


The removal of Judge George Denison from the 
bench of the Second District Police Court 
furnished the subject of legal argument to-day in 
the Circuit Court. Judge Thayer after the motion 
hour called up the certiorari proceeding 
instituted by the deposed Justice against 
the City Council, and D. P. Dyer presented a strong 
argumentin his behaif. The Council was repre- 
sented by City Counselor Bell. 

The argument was upon the motion entered by 
the petitioner for judgment on the returu or 
answer of tue Council and 
the motion of the Council 
the case. D. P. Dyer 
return and reviewed it at some leagth. He quoted 
the Temple resolution, providing for an investiga- 
tion of tue city devart ments and the city officials, 
andthe preamble, setting forth that tue city de- 

rtments bad been prostituted by members of the 
publican party for partisan purposes. He 
assailed the authority of the Council for 
removing Judge Denison and contended that no 
cause had been shown for his removal. Moreover, 
the Council special committee had proceeded un- 
der the resolution without any sanction or author- 
ity of charter provision and had rendered 
a report on Judge Denison without 
xiving him an opportunity to be 
heard. No charges had been preferred against 
him, but be was called before tue committee to 
testify as a witness under a resolution calling for a 
general investigation of the management of city 
departments. There was no trial of Denison at 
all, and no notification was given him to 
defend himse.f. He was appointed by 
Mayor Ewing in April, 1883, and his term of office 
extended over four years, so that excep: for cause 
be could not be removed until April, 1887. when bis 
term wou.d expire. No cause had been shown, and 
the action of the Council was an out- 
rage. The charter ciotoaed the Council 
with no such power. The evidence of 
Judge Venison was quoted in the return to show 
that he left the court after disposing of his day's 
docket. Sometimes the docket would be disposed 
of in twenty minutes, but there was no other bus! 
ness before him and he could not be expected to sit 
croas- on his dench Waiting 
for the next day's docket. Colenei Dyer 
said that the decision of the Court of Appeals in 
the Campbell case was couclusive in this case, and 
he would ask for judgmeat On the return. Several 
authorities were cited. 
Beli replied to Col. Dyer and 
ground that the action of 
the Council was justified by tue report of the 
special committee recommending Judge Denisoa's 
removal from the bench, and by the evidence sub- 
mitted during the investigation of the city officers. 
It was a matter for the Council to determine 
whether the evidence in the case of Judge Denison 
justified bis removal, and they had so deter- 
inined, He had violated the rovision 
of the ordinance, as was cieariy shown by his own 
testimouy, as to his hours of attendance at his 
Court and as to his attention to private practice. 
The merits sf the question had been determined 
after evidence had been heard by the Council 
Committee, and it was taerefore nota matter for 
the jurisdiction of the Court. The proceeding 
shouid be dismissed. Counsel quoted several 
authorities. 

Judge Thayer took the case under advisement 
and it is not likely that a decision will be rendered 
until the October term. 


Judgment and Appeal in Entirety. 
Judge Thayer rendered a decision to-day quash- 
ing the execuiion in the case of the State to use of 
the Knapp-Stout Company against John Finn 
and others.

The» other defendants oined im tne ap- 
peal, and the eifect f the  appeai 
was to remove the record. The Circuit Court peud- 
ing the appeal bas no wer to issue execution on 
the judgment.

The Wabash Diffloulty ina Fair Way 
to Settlement—Wabash Committee 
Adjourns— The Conference Next 
Thursday — Comments Upon Tal- 
mage’s Position — The National 
Executive Board's Movements. 


Information from New York concerning yester- 
day’s conference between General Manager Tal- 
mage of the Wabash and the National Executive 
Committee of the Knights of Labor is of an encour- 
aging nature and puts at rest all fear of a general 
strike for the present. Mr. Talmage sent for the 
members of the Executive Board late in the after- 
noon. Messrs. Hays and Turner, the general 
secretary, responded and a meeting was held in the 
Western Ualou Telegraph Company's building. 
Talmage stated, in answer to the demand of the 
committee, made on Wednesday last, that the 
officials of the Wabash were unable yet to state 
how many men would be employed in the shops, 
and, being in ignorance, — besides, of 
the true situation, he desired to 


return to St. Louis for information before giving a 
a flual reply. By general consent of those present, 
next Thursday was set as the date of the next con- 
ference in St. Louis. retary Turner in discuss- 
ing the interview with Talmage said: “The inter- 
view was entirely satisfactory, and I think tnat the 
differences between the Kuights aod the r 
are practically settled.“
